BORERS ATTACK ORCHARDS 


The lesser apple Direr 
bas joined 
forces with the railroad maggot in ut 
tacking the apple crop i i i certain por 
lions of Pennsylvania, and State Zoo­ 
logist H. A. Surface, says that ow ner* 
of orchards should look carefully at 
the fruit. 
This is the tune when the Direr arid 
the maggot get i i i their work, and the 
wise man will lose no time iii clear 
mg his trees of affected fruit. 
The samples of affected apples sent 
to Dr. Surface prove conclusively the 
presence of the Direr, which up to this 
time lins not Iieen 
known 
in Penn­ 
sylvania, but in the apple regions of 
the West. 
So fur this state has been bothered 
mostly by San Jose scale, the railroad 
maggot and the 
woolly aphis, with 
the railroader in the lead His special­ 
ty is getting under the skin of an apple 
and tunnelling through the flesh. Pro 
pagation of this destroyer is rapid as 
his work is destructive 
The borer works in mach the same 
way, but is harder to kill. The thing 
to do. says Dr. Surface, is to get rid 
of the affected fruit.

Oue good remedy is to mix one (airt of 
Paris green in 50 part* of air slacked 
lime and dust slightly over the leaves

contact insecticide
